These steel tanks allow you to have a lovely sunken pool or Italian fountain at minimum 
cost and without the labor and plumbing of a concrete pool. Made of heavy gauge 
corrugated and galvanized steel, they will serve for many years, after which time they 
can easily be replaced. This cannot be done with a concrete pool should it crack or leak. 

As illustrated, you can bury them and face the lip with flagstones, or set them right on the 
ground and build a wall around of stone or brick, with a cap around the lip. For a 
fountain, just put one of our pumps in the pool and connect it to whichever figure you desire. 
Several figures can be hooked up to one pump, should you desire such an arrangement.
